Platform to Street; Freed 
After Clash: Riot in Hall.

WELCOME FOR HER IN CHICAGO 


„LONDON. Oct. 13.~After a fierce struggle 


the police arrested Miss Sylvia Pankhurst 
at Bow Heath, in the east end of London, to- 
night, where she was making a speech. But 
when the police got her outside the building 
with the intention of placing her in a taxicab 
and rushing her to Holloway jail, the mili- 


tants attacked them so savagely that they | 


had to let her go and she escaped. 

Miss Pankhurst, who has an uncompleted 
term of imprisonment to serve, was not recog- 
nized until she threw aside the disguise which 
enabled her to elude the police and enter the 
building. 


Police Rush for Leader. 

She was warmly applauded as she stepped 
on the platform, but had been speaking only 
a few minutes when detectives, acc »mpanied 
by a body of uniformed police with drawn 
truncheons, entered the hall and made a 
rush for the platform. 

The audience arose and chairs began to 
fly. the invaders being the objective point. 
Some of the people in the leries even

Out- 
side the struggle was renewed with greater 
fury. Men and women were thrown down 
and trampled upon. 

Concentrating the attack on the policemen 
who had the militant leader in their grasp, 
the women with the assistance of several 
men succeeded in tearing her from their 
grip and she slipped away. Some of the 
women afterwards complained of having 
been thrown down and kicked by the po- 
lice and men, aiter the fracas, were seen 
nursing bruises. 


Miss Zelie Emerson Injured. 

Miss Zelle Emerson of Jackson, Mich., 
whose imprisonment causéd such a furore 
several months ago, was one of those in- 
jured. Mrs. Lee, who presided at the meet- 
ing and took à conspicuous part in the at- 
tack on the police, was arrested. 

Miss Pankhurst later announced her inten- 
tion to address a meeting at the Poplar town 
hall tomorrow. night. 

“ Every effort will be made to call to the 
attention of the notables at the royal wed- 
ding on Wednesday the tortures which the 
women of England have suffered for the 
enfranchisement of their sex.“ 

In these words the militants tonight prom- 
ised to take advantage of the wedding of 
Prince Arthur of Connaught and the Duchess 
of Fife for the good of the cause.“ 


Threat Frees Miss Kenney. 

Miss Annie Kenney, one of the leaders of 
the militants, who has been on a hunger 
strike since her arrest Oct. 6, was released to- 
night after threats by the militants that if 
she were not freed they would bombard the 
home office and camp on the Rt. Hon. Reg- 
inald McK enna’s front steps until they could 
find some way of getting at him. 

Miss Kenney wag released from prison 
after a hunger strike two months ago. She 


was undergoing a term of eighteen months’ 


imprisonment for conspiracy, having been 
sentenced on June N. 
MRS. PANKHURST FACES INQUIRY. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 13—When Mrs. 
Emmeline Pankhurst, the militant British 
suffraget, arrives on the liner La Provence 
this week, probably Friday, she will be de- 
tained at the Ellis island immigrant station, 
according to present plans, until a special 
board of inquiry can determine whether she 
comes within the class of aliens excluded 
from the United States. 

While the n authorities have 
issued no orders for her detention, scores of 
protests against her admission, lodged with 
immigration headquarters here and with the 
local authorities at New York, leave no other 
course open to the authorities. 

Officials here say no protest against Mrs. 
Pankhurst’s admission have been received 
from the society opposed to woman gsguf- 
trage or from any of its members on be- 
half of the organization. 


No Individual Can Act. 

The eontroversy which has been stirred up 
in advance of her landing, officials potnt out, 
has created a situation which no single tmmi- 
gration inspector would attempt to settle, 
and no course remains but to detain her until 
her case can be passed upon by a board of 
review, as would be done in the case of any

other disputed landing. # 


‘A record of Mrs. Pankhurst's activities, 


ner arrests and imprisonments, has been 


furnished to the authorities at New York. 
Upon that and upon a hearing the immigra- 
tion authorities will decide if any of the gut- 
frage leader's acts have been such as to de- 
bar her from the United States.

GERMAN CRUISER TO GULF 


Mexico City, Oct. 18.—Provisional President 
Huerta has assured the American charge, 
Nelson O’Shaughneasy, that no violence will 
be done tle imprisoned deputies. The Amer- 
ican charge met the president by chance, and 
in the course of the conversation warned 
him of the baneful effect which would be 
produced throughout the civilized world 
should harm come to the deputies. 

Later the embassy received instructions 
from the state department at Washington 
to make precisely such representations; 
whereupon Mr. O'Shaughnessy formally 
communicated to the executive the Washing- 
ton administration’s expression on the sub- 
ject. 


Deputies Must Stand Trial. 

While promising that no harm would be- 
fall the prisoners, and adding that there 
never had been any intention to inflict phys- 
ical injury, Gen. Huerta asserted that most 
of the deputies would have to stand trial for 
offenses against the government. He gave 
no intimation that any of them would be re- 
leased in the near future. 

Two of tit candidates for the office of pres- 
ident, Federico Gamboa, representing the 
Catholics, and Manuel Calero, the Liberals, 
met today and discussed the recent devel- 
opments in the situation. They agreed to 
proceed with their campaigns and to advise 
their followers to support after the elections 
whichever of them was successful at the 
polis. 

Mexican Warships at Vera Cruz. 

Vera Cruz, Oct. 13.—The continued presence 
of warships at Vera Cruz is creating fresh 
opposition at the capital. Some interest has 
been aroused aboard the American ships by 
the augmentation of the Mexican naval force 
at Vera Cruz. Until today there has been 
only one Mexican gunboat here. Tonight 
there are three, in addition to the school ship, 
all anchored in the harbor almost within a 
stone’s throw of the Wheeling. 


SEES HUERTA SLIPPING. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 18.—Germany’s 
decision to dispatch a warship to Mexican 
waters attracted wide attention in official cir- 
cles here tonight. No intimation had been re- 
ceived here of Germany's intention and Presi- 
bent Wilson was informed only by press dis- 
patehes of the action. 

No formal comment was made on the ei- 
dent, but it was apparent that the Wash- 
ington government is not displeased. The 
sending of a German warship is in line with 
the policy of other European governments 
which have had veseels cruising off the Mex- 
ican coasts from time to time during critical 
moments of Mexico's internal strife. 

Significance was attached to the action by 
official Washington, however, because it was 
accepted as indicating that European powers 
which had previously recognized the Huerta 
government—among which were Germany 
and Great Britain—now see evidences of 
Huerta’s inability to compose the situation. 


May Sober Up Gen. Huerta, 

While the Américan war vessels In Mexican 
waters outnumber the foreign ships and will 
render any aid not only to Americans but all 
foreigners in cases of emergency, it is thought 
by the Washington authorities the sending 
of a German vessel, immediately after the 
arrest of the deputies, may have a sobering 
effect on Huerta and prevent him from going 

to further extremes.

FEARING LOSS OF EYESIGHT, 
INJURED WORKER KILLS SELF. 


Flying Steel Wounds Man, Who After- | 
ward Flees Hospital, Goes Home, and 
Puts Bullet in Head. 


4 piece of steel broke from a rapidly turn- 
tng flywheel in the shops of the Iroquols Iron 
company, Ninety-fourth street and Lake 
Michigan, yesterday. It struck Joseph Kunp. 
foreman, in the lefteye. Officials of the com- 
pany considered the injury severe and hur- 
ried the workman to the Post Graduate hos- 
pital, at Twenty-fourth and Dearborn streets. 

The hospital physicians told Kunp he might 
lose the sight of both eyes. Dr. R. S. Pattillo, 
an eye expert, vas summoned. The nurses 
left the room in which Kunp had been placed 
a few minutes while they were waiting for 
the expert. 

The injured man arose from bed, dressed. 
slipped out, and went to his residence, at 9626 
Ewing street. Then he telephoned to the 
company, asking why the expert had not 
reached the hospital. A messenger from the 
company’s offices was sent to Kunp’s home. 
When he approached the house, a shot rang 
out. 

The messenger entered. Kunp lay dead tn 
his room. He had fired one shot into his tem- 
ple and a three ounce bottle, which had con- 
tained. poison, lay at his side. 

Friends say Kunp's fear he would lose the 
sight of both eyes unnerved him and he chose 
death rather than blindness.

Heigh- 
way, a sailor, volunteered to go overboand 
after the swimmer. He did so and was able 
to fasten a line around the man. Both were 


hausted. The rescued man was Walter 
Trintepohl, a steerage passenger of the Vol- 
turno.

Gives Oil Steamer Credit. 

T.T. Watson, a passenger on the Carmania, 
said that the chief credit for saving those 
on the Volturno was undoubtedly due to 
the oll ship Narragansett. 

“Only a few good swimmers,” he said, 
“would have survived had not the Narra- 
gansett made free use of oil to calm the ter- 
rible waves. 

When the Carmania arrived Capt. Barr 
recognized At would be almost a hopeless 
task to attempt to save the Volturno’s human 
cargo without the use of oil, but; with a 
daring amounting seemingly to foolhardi- 
ness, he tiristructed First Officer Gardiner 
to lower a small doat. This, after terrible 
buffeting, regained the Carmania with only 
three oars intact.. After this miraculous es- 
cape Capt. Barr did not again attempt to 


launch a boat. Hence our ship saved only one | 


passenger, who swam to it. 


Barr Acts as Commander. 
“On account of the size of the Carmanta’s 
turbine engines, which made fine maneuver- 
ing impossible, Capt, Barr stood off and 
directed operations, acting in effect as com- 
mander of the great fleet which gathered 
about the Volturno. 
“ Shortly after we arrived the Carmania 
tried both fore and aft oil sprays, but with- 
out effect bn the mountainous waves. Then 
the captain sent out wireless calls in all di- 
rections for an oil ship, and his efforts were 
rewarded by an answer from the Narragan- 
sett. 
“ When the Narragansett arrived the Gros- 
ser Kurfuerst, with other liners, got in as 
close as possible and lowered lifeboats. 
These took aboard several persons who had 
jumped from the Volturno, and the work 
was greatly facilitated by the steam pinnace 
of the Grosser Kurfuerst, which had stayed 
out all night. 


Waves Conquered by Oil, 

At once the Narragansett began to spray 
oil about the doomed ship and the waves 
subsided as by magic: Soon the small boats 
were enabled to run alongside the liner 
and take the clinging people from the lad- 
ders. The rescue work was over in a short 
time. even liners formed the boundary 
around the film of oil, and the survivors were 
hoisted aboard the various steamers without 
trouble. 

“We then cruise about for two hours 
searching for the lifeboats which were said 
to have efcaped destruction against the side 
of the Volturno, but found only the air 
tanks which are carried beneath the seats. 
I do not believe there is any possibility of the 
two boats having escaped swamping. 
When we arrived on the scene the fire 
was burning — but not flercely. It

of the flames, which soon culminated in an 
explosion. 

“Then we saw for the first time signe of 
a panic on the decks of the Volturno. Sev- 
eral persons jumped overboard, among them 
our own survivor, who made a plucky swim, 
reached the side of the Carmania, but was 
too weak to get up the ladder. 

“Seaman Heighway was then lowered: 
with a life line through an open cargo port. 
He got beneath the swimmer, whose lige 
belt had become unfastened, and supported 
him. It was a magnificent exhibition of 
strength and courage. Some idea can be 
gained of how difficult this feat was made 
by. the flerceness of the waves when it is 
realized that half an hour passed from the 
time the swimmer, Trintepohl, reached the 
side of the ship before he was taken aboard. 

“The explosion on the Volturno seemed to 
some from coal gas vollected in the bunkers, 
and was evidently not due to the boilers. 
For some time the fire burned brightly, and 
then gradually died down. It ie imposei- 
die to tell how many of those who jumped 
overboard were drowned, but the good swim- 
mers among them must have been picked 
up, as small boats were cruising about.” 


Hundred Lost in Boats, 

Arthur Spurgeon of New York, who yes- 
terday sent the survivor Trintepohl's story 
by wireless and described the rescue work 
around the burning vessél, supplemented his 
dispatches with additional details today. 

“The story of what took place on board 
the Volturno before the arrival of the Car- 
mania, he said, probably will not be 
known until Capt. Inch makes his official re- 
port. Some say the boats were launched in 
an orderly manner; others say a panic took 
place, resulting in the taking over of the 
boats by the fear crazed crew after the fire 
got out of control. It seems to be agreed 
that there were 120 persons in these boats, 
all of whom were killed or drowned. The 
Carmania passengers were told that not more 
than one-third of those in the boats were 
women and children. 8 

When Capt. Barr gave the order to launch 
a lifeboat it wae received with a cheer, but 
the attempt at rescue failed, and as further 
efforts to get alongside the Volturno meant 
certain death to the boat crew, First Officer 
Gardiner regretfully gave the order to turn 
back. After two hours’ battling with the 
sea the boat again came within ‘hail of the 
Carmania and was almost smashed against 
the side of ite own ship. But finally it was 
lifted aboard. 


Rescues by Rafts Fail. 

Late in the afternoon, after the fleet of 
rescuing ships had gathered about the 
doomed ship, the captain of the Voiturno 
sent a message that the situation was be- 
coming desperate. Attempts were made to 
send rafts from the Carmania, and these 
almost reached the burning vessel, but just 
missed it, and thereby was lost the chance 
to get a line aboard. 

„ Shortly afterwards Capt. Inch reported 
that the upper plates would soon give way. 
An explosion followed. In desperation, an 
attempt was made by the Volturno to send 
a boat with a line to the Grosser Kurfuerst, 
but the boat was hurled against the German 
liner and wrecked. The men were saved. 

“The people aboard the Volturno were 
in a state of semi-collapse; they were over- 
come by the sight of the destruction of many 
of their fellows in the morning. They knew 
that the fire was creeping on them inch by 
inch. When the detonators and rockets 
stored in the chart room exploded they 
thought the end had come. Terror drove 
them almost mad. It was hell,’ Trintepohl 
said. 

„ Meanwhile disaster threatened a boat 
crew. from the Minneapolis because of a 
proken rudder. The searchlight of the Car- 
mania revealed their plight and a boat was 
sent to their rescue. When brought along- 
side the Cunarder their boat was smashed 
against the side, but the officer and crew 
were saved. They had been out for five hours. 


Tank Steamer to Rescue. 

“This time spent in rescuing the Minne- 
apolis boat gffected Capt. Barr's plan of 
operation. He had four boats ready to 
launch, but was farthest from the scene. 
Capt. Barr then signaled the other captains 
that besa ship was diMicult to maneuver, and 
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men and women and children huddled in 


aside. 

At daybreak the gale moderated, ‘ant 
then a miracle occurred. It resulted in the 
Salvation of the Volturno’s crew and pas- 
sengers. When Capt. Barr sent out a call 
for a tank steamer, there came back a reply 
from the Narragansett: ‘We will be there 
with the milk —the sea name for oil 

On the arrival of the tank, huge quan- 
titieg were pumped around the Volturno, 
ma it safe for the lifeboats to approach. 
It a stirring spectacle when the great 
liners put off their boats, which danced over 
the shimmering, oll filmed waters, to the 
work of rescue. And soon the Volturno was 
left a. derelict.’’ 


Woman Tells of Horrors. 

Miss Bick, a young American woman, said 
she couldn't persuade herself that the scene 
was real when she looked over the Car- 
mania’s rail and saw a great company of 


the afterpart of the Volturno. 

It was like a nightmare,” Miss Bick said. 
We got as close to the Volturno as twice 
the width of a street. We had to look. 
There was an awful fascination that gripped 
us, In the fore part of tife ship the flames 
were leaping high. It looked aa if they cer- 
tainly would spread to the stern in an hour 
or two. 
ven in a momentary glance we could 
see the terror of the volturno's passengers. 
The faces of the men were distorted beyond 
description: We saw the white faces of wom- 
en and girlg, some of whom were on their 
knees prayi We saw mothers with chil- 
dren at their breasts, who strained their 
babies to them and reached out hands to us, 
appealing for help. 

“ That night these horrors were revealed 
by the searchlight. Once when the beam of 
light wheeled and fell on the miserable per- 
sons at the stern of the burning liner we 
saw right in the light a baby who was laugh- 
ing in its mother’s face. Somehow that 
seemed to me the most dreadful of the whole 
scene.“ 


Confirms Story of Panic, 

Miss Btadish confirmed the story told by 
Walter Trintepohl, the Volturno passenger 
rescued from the sea by the Carmania Thure- 
day night, that there .was a panic which 
brushed aside women and children until Capt. 
Inch conquered it revolver in hand. 

“ I saw a rush of men from the lower decks, 
stokers, I suppose she said, ‘‘ An officer 
ran toward them brandishing a revolver. He 
drove them below again.”’ 

H. H. Smith of Liverpool sald: ‘‘ We were 
at breakfast when the Volturno’s distress 
signals were picked up. The Carmania tore 
through the water with the spray flying high 
above the decks. In less than four hours 
we covered the elghty-seven miles between 
us and the Voiturno. 

Capt. Barr topk the Carmania as near 
as he dared. We could see plainly the 
terror stricken people in the after part of 
the ship, It was a ghastly scene. We 
aboard the Carmania were almost hysterical 
when we saw that the small boats could 
do nothing in the storm. Some of the women 
cried. Men paced the deck and swore. A 
few of us prayed that help could be got- 
ten quickly to the Volturno.”’ 


Says Work Was Rapid. 

“It was amazing to see, C. F. Hart of 
London said, how quickly the people were 
lowered and the boats got away. It was 
like an exhibition drill, I have never seen 
boats get away so quickly, so orderly, or 
in such a rapid manner, The way the men 
in the various boats carried out the rescue 
work was wonderful and too much credit 
cannot be given to the captains and the crews 
of all the steamers. 

“I am surprised that so much prominence 
je given to Capt. Barr of the Carmania. He 
certainly did invaluable service, but his 
work did not eclipse that of other captains.” 

Of the final scene Mr. Hart says: A few 
minutes after 8 o’clock all were off the Vol- 
turno. Capt. Inch was the last man to leave: 
He came leisurely down a rope with the ship’s 
papers under his arm. I was watching him 
closely with glasses at a short distance. He 
was so cool that he might have been thought 
to be leaving his ship at anchor in a safe 
harbor and on hie way to make his report. 0 
the owners.” 


Surgeon on the Czar, 

ROTTERDAM, Oct. 18.—The captainof the 
Czar, one of the rescuing steamers, in a wire- 
less dispatch relates how the survivors were 
taken from the Volturno by aid of lifeboats. 
He gives the names of the rescued steerage 
passengers now on the Czar, all of whim are 
Russians. Aboard the Czar also are Purser 
Browne, Surgeon vente, two firemen, anda 
steward. 


KROONLAND’S STORY OF DISASTER 

New York, Oct. 18.—{Special.]—One of the 
most interesting stories of the wreck of the 
Volturno was contributed today by the 
Kroonland of the Red Star line, which is ex- 
pected in this port tomorrow. In a wireless 
message sent to its line tonight the Kroon- 
land gave this account of the disaster and of 
the rescue: 

“Oct. 9 at 9:20 o'clock in the morning, after 
having received a call from the Carmania 
that the Volturno was burning and in ex- 
treme danger in latitude 49.12, longitude 34.51, 
we steered immediately for the indicated 
spot and found the Volturno burning serious- 
ly: 

“The Carmania, Grosser Kurfuerst, and 
Seydlitz were standing by. There were im- 
mensely high seas and a strofg gale. We 
went as near to the Volturno as safety per- 
mitted, We saw two-thirds of the ship burn- 
ing like a furnace. 

“The survivors were crowded on the after 
part. Any delay seemed fatal. I called for 
volunteers and sent a boat commatded by 
Fifth Officer Rummel. Tue sea wae too 
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nich and the ‘gale too strong. It was in- 
possible to get this boat near the Volturno. 
„ tried a Lyle gun without success. This 
was at 9:10 p. m. I sent two boats under 
Second Officer Mansfield and Fifth Officer 
Kummel. These boats returned at 12:20 a. m. 
and 1 a. m. respectively, the. first bringing 
three, the second ten rescued men.

The informal sittings of the court were 
held for the purpose of verifying state- 
ments made at the magisterial examina- 
tion. When the ¢ave was reached, twilight 
was falling, and lamps were needed. It 
was a grim scene, with armed police posted 


all around, 


Tells Actions of Boy’s Uncthe. 

The first witness was Dobjancsky, a pub- 
lican, who testified that he had heard Lu- 
shinsky’s aunt, who has since died from 
tuberculosis, say: 

“ His own people killed him.” 

This remark, according to the witnegs. 
was made before the arrival of the authori- 
ties at the cave and before the character 
of the wounds on the boy’s body had been 
ascertained. : 

Dobjancsky added that Yushinsky’s uncle, 
Theodor Nejinsky, had visited a café on 
April 1, ten days after the crime, when he 
seemed excited. His overcoat was splashed 
with clay. 

A boy gave evidence that he had brushed 
and cleaned Nejinsky’s coat on that day. 


Tells of Seeing Strange Man. 

Another witness, Yastchenko, a stove- 
maker, told the court an extraordinary story 
ot how on March 25, 1910, he saw near the 
ditch in the vicinity of the cave where the 
boy’s body was found an unknown person 
wearing black: trousers and an overcoat and 
a white scarf, with black hair and mustache, 
walking toward the woods. 

Twice afterward the witness was con- 
fronted by Yushinsky’s stepfather, Luke 
Pridhiko, clothed in much the same gar- 
ments as the stranger had been and made 
up by a hairdresser at the police station to 
reproduce as nearly as possible Yastchenko’s 
description of the stranger. The witness, 
however, was unable to identify Pridhiko.

the city waste commission, headed by Ald. 
Willis O. Nance. 

Before going into the details of Chicago's 
own garbage muddie the commission will 
geek to learn all that is possible from the 
experience of other cities, according to the 
program outlined yesterday. Experts from 
New Tork. Columbus, O., and other mu- 
nicipalities will be invited to appear before 
the commission as soon as possible to discuss 
the general subject and the situation in Chl 
cago in particular. 

This action was recommended by a commit- 
tee composed of Chairman Nance end Col. 
Henry A. Allen, the city’s engineering ad- 
viser. Miss Mary McDowell is the third mem- 
ber, but was obliged to leave the commission 
session before adjournment. 


There Experts Summoned. 

In addition local men will be asked to dis- 
cuss the garbage question and other phases 
of the investigation. Among those already 
listed are A. Tuska, New York; Supt. Osborne 
of the Columbus plant; Samuel Greeley, 
formerly superintendent of the Milwaukee 
plant, and Langdon Pearce, engineer for the 
sanitary district. 

Dr. Nance said he expected the inquiry to 
produce a large amount of valuable informa- 
tion and in addition it will give the commis- 
sion a glimpse of the sort of an engineer it 


needs to perform its final expert service. It 


has been agreed Col. Allen will act as the 
engineering adviser until all the preliminary 
work is done and that when the information 
is compiled an expert will be employed to 
aid in drawing the final recommendations to 
the city council.

When confronted with evicence he was 
lying about his alleged murder of a guest at 
the Auditorium hotel in 1899, the prisoner 
hedged by saying: 

“I’m not sure that I killed him, but he 
surely must have been hurt in his drop of nine 
stories down the elevator shaft.’’

UNDERWOOD ACTS 


Assertion Leader Is Tool of 
Interests Brings Hot Re- 
tort from Accused: 


RAISES TUMULT IN HOUSE 


Clash Result of Senatorial Fight 
in Alabama; Ryan Contribu- 
tions Kindle Fire, 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 13.—Representative 
Hobson launched a hot attack against the 
senatorial campaign of Democratic Leader 
Underwood in the house today, when he 
charged that his support of Underwood's 
presidential candidacy at the Baltimore con- 
vention was obtained under false pre- 


* 


tenses. 
Hobson, himself a candidate in the present 


Alabama contest, referred to printed reports 
of a recent speech in which he charged that 
Mr. Underwood was the tool of ‘Wall street 
and the liquor interests,” and read from the 
gevate investigation of campaign contribu- 
tions the testimony of Senator Bankhead, 
conaining the record of a contribution of 
$35,000 from Thomas F. Ryan and Bank- 
head’s statement that Underwood had not 
known who financed his campaign. 


Charge Angers Underwood. 

Representative Underwood, angered by the 
verbal thrust, was on his feet before Hobson 
had finished his attack, and amid urging 
cheers of the house he demanded of his col- 
leagues if they ever had heard he was the 
tool of any interests or if they believed he is 
now or ever had been. Cries of No, no.“ 
from both sides of the chamber greeted him. 

“Had I known.“ Hobson began, that 
Thomas Fortune Ryan, the man whom Mr, 
Bryan retuked and named before the Balti- 
more convention and accused of being the 
tool of Wall street, had financed the major 
portion of the campaign of Oscar W. Under- 
wood, I not only would not have supported 
him but I would have fought him, and what 
is more he »<ever would have been the choice 
of the peopie of Alabama. 

“ The support oi the people of Alabama for 
Mr. Underwood for president was secured 
under false pretenses, and I here declare that 
their support of him for the United States 
senate shall not be obtained under similar 
false pretenses.”’ 


Accused Cheered by House. 

Underwood. on his feet at once. was loud- 
ly cheered by Democrats and Republicans, 
as he was recognized. The majority leader 
first referred to Hobson's published speech 
and said he had been waiting to answer it, 
“when he could look Mr. Hobson in the 
face. 

“I would like the gentleman,” Mr. Under- 
wood continued, turning toward Hobson. 
“to say here what he said in his Alabama 
speech. and whether he charged me with 
being a tool of Wall street and the liquor 
interests.“ 

1 used the double word,” Hobson re- 
plied. “I read the testimony I have just 
read here from the campaign contributions 
hearings. and I assum: d that what Senator 
Bankhead said was true—that Mr. Under- 
wood did not know his campaign was be- 
ing financed by Wall street. 

“I said that he was in the hands of the 
managers and was beirig use. und appar 
ently did not know it. I said that he wasa 
dummy being used as a tool and that if he 
had been a dummy used as a tool of Wall 
street he could he used by the liquor inter- 
ests or any other interest.“ 


Sticks to “Dummy” Assertion. 

“But did you charge directly that I was 
the tool of Wall street or the liquor inter- 
sts? Mr. Underwood demanded. 

“I said you were a dummy.“ Hobson re- 
plied with emphasis, and as a dummy you 
had beén used and could be used again.” 

Underwood then demanded to hear any- 
thing else in his public life upon which to 


base such a statement, and asked Hobson | 


to state it in the presence of the house. 

Hobson referred to the conference on the 
tariff bill, which struck out the Pomerene 
amendment requiring the full revenue tax 
on brandies, used in fortifying wines. He 
charged that in agreeing to that Underwood 
had consented to let more than §$7.000,000 
“rest in the pockets of the liquor inter- 
ests.” 

After explaining briefly the history of that 
amendment, Underwood turned to answer 
Hobson's general charge. 

“Ts there any other man in this chamber 
Who delleves the charge that I am or ever 
have been the tool of Wall street?“ he de- 
manded, swaying in his place to face every 
member present. 

No. no.“ members of both sides shouted. 

Hobson attempted to interrupt Underwood, 
but desisted when members shouted: “ Sit 
down; you've had your time.“ 

“Twas told,“ Underwood continued, that 
Mr. Ryan had made a contribution to my 
campaign fund, that he had done so without 
esking any question whatever as to my poll- 
cies, saying that it was given solely on the 
basis that he was a southern man and wanted 
to set a southern man elected president.

Appeals Will Be Made Direct . 


to Senators to Aid Cur- 
rency Measure. 


REPORT DUE IN NOVEMBER 


O’Gorman Resents Query by 
Stone as to When It Will 
Be Given to Senate. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 13.—[Special.J— 
President Wilson has adopted a new plan of 
procedure to force action by the senate on 
the administration's banking and currency 
bill. 

He intends to call every Democratic sena- 
tor to the White House and personally urge 
on him the necessity of expedition. He pur- 
sued this policy with reference to members 
of the Owen committee, but found it futile. 
Three members of the committee—O’Gorman 
of New York, Hitchcock of Nebraska, and 
Reed of Missouri—refused to listen to the 
president’s recommendation, insisting: that 
their duty requires them to know what they 
are about before they legislate. 

So far as the president is informed, these 
are the only three Democratic members of 
the senate who are pulling back in the mat- 
ter of vrevénting the passage of the bill. 


Opposition May Grow. 

It is not unlikely the president will find 
that the number of senators opposed to im- 
mediate action is larger than he believes.

T their suggestion several conferences 

were held between the manufacturers 
and strikers, but they were without result.

Every fire engine house on a car line was 
pressed into service as an ice distributing 
center, and the firemen chopped up and 
delivered the chunks to those most in 
need of it. 

Then matters became more complicated. 
The engineers and firemen in the ice 
plants refused, out of sympathy with the 
strikers, to make any more ice At each 
of the ice plants great quantities of ice 
were in storage, but this the manufac- 
turers refused to sell to the city. The 
big breweries declared that they must 
take care of their regular customers, the 
saloons, and also refused to sell ice to 
the city. About this time Director of 
Public Safety Cash announced that if it 


proved necessary to protect the public the 


city would seize and operate all the 
plants,

N the meantime the city purchasing 
agent telegraphed orders for ice to 


all the cities in the middle west, and for 


a time ice was shipped into the city at 
the rate of 400 tons a day. The ice 
manufacturers also, desiring to do what 
they could to relieve distress and prevent 
disease, sold storage ice over their coun- 
ters for one hour each day. 

Then, suddenly, even that supply 
stopped. Outside makers of ice canceled

TILL the city administration delayed 

taking its most radical step. The 
storage ice in the big warehouses began 
to melt, and rather than see it wasted 
one of the companies agreed to sell 2,500 
But this was found to 
be badly melted and run together and, 
consequently, hard to handle. 

The thermometer all this time kept 
close to 100 degrees above zero. The 
suffering among all classes of people 
steadily increased. Finally the city o- 
licitor prepared an opinion to the effect 
that the general laws defining the powers 
of the board of health in cases of great 
public emergency were sufficient to justify 
the city in seizing the ice plants and pro- 
ceeding with the manufacture of ice. 

Within two weeks thereafter the ice 
manufacturers granted practically all the 
demands of the men and the strike was 
over, The plants were given up by the 
city. 

~~ 

T would be unfair to compare the 

price of 10 cents for twenty pounds 
charged by the manufacturers—before 
and since the strike—with that of 5 cents, 


at which the city apparently was able to 


show a profit. The city was entirely re- 
lieved of the great cost of providing and 
maintaining a large corps of ice wagons 
to deliver the ice from door to door, each 
supplied with a driver and helper. 

But at any rate the city administra- 
tion of Cincinnati has demonstrated that, 
rather than let the people suffer, with 
manifest danger of an epidemic of dis- 
ease, it will exercise to the utmost all 
its legal powers. 

And now Mayor Hunt and his backers 
are planning to get a new charter for the 
city which will make possible the con- 
struction and operation of a municipal ice 
plant on a large scale. 

The proper disposal of garbage in a 
city of two and a half million peopie 
would seem to be a question of almost 
equal importance to the public health.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 13.—[Special.]— 
There are persistent rumors to the effect 
that President Wilson had reconsidered his 
decision to name Henry M. Pindell of Peoria 
an ambassador to Russia. 

Pindell's political record is being attacked 
vigorously by his enemies throughout Illinols 
and protests have been received by the 
president, the state department, and the 
senate committee on foreign relations. 

The Peorian is charged with never having 
been a consistent Democrat and files of his 
paper have been forwarded to prove. the 
charge. 

The first protest came from the managers 
of Charles C. Craig’s campaign for justice 
of the Supreme court in the Fifth judicial 
district. Mr Pindell answered this charge 
by declaring that he never had been a 
partisan in judicial elections. He pointed to 
the fact that he was supporting a Republican 
for the Supreme court, a Democrat for the 
Circuit court, and a Progressive for the Pro- 
bate court of Peoria county in the present 
campaign. 


Never Been a Party Man? 

Now his enemies have filed charges that 
he never has been a party man in any kind 
of a campaign. They declare that he did 
not support Bryan for president either in 
1896 or 1900, and that in 1904, when there was 
a fight between Bryan and the Sullivan or- 
ganization for the control of the Illinois dele- 
gation to the St. Louis convention, he threw 
his strength to Sullivan. 

Again in 1908 at Denver he opposed Mr. 
Bryan's followers in their effort to unseat 


FINAL TIP 10 JACK JOHNSON 


Must Appear for Trial in April 
or Lose $45,000 Bonds. 


U. S. May Attach Holdings Anywhere 
in the World. 


Forfeiture of a $30,000 personal bond of 
Jack Johnson, convicted negro pugiligt, was 
ordered yesterday by Judge Carpenter. The 
order will not become operative unless the 
negro fails to appear in court in April, when 
his appeal from. the Mann act conviction is 
scheduled to be heard by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 

May Attach Property Anywhere. 

In the event the conviction is affirmed and 
he fails to appear for trial on the other indict- 
ments, the government will be empowered to 
attach Johnson's property anywhere in the 


world. In that case the government will de- 
mand the forfeiture of an additional bond of 
515,000, making $45,000 in all. If no prop- 
erty is found in Chicago, the government 
will proceed to attach his property in France. 
Demand for the forfeiture of the bond was 
made by Asisstant District Attorney Harry 
A. Parkin, in charge of the prosecution 
Attorney Benjamin Bachrach interposed ob- 
jection, declaring the negro, who isin France 
filling vaudeville engagements, had not had 
time enough to return for the trial. He also 
argued that if the conviction is not upheld by 
the upper court there would be little ground 
for going to trial on the additional indict- 
ments. A writ of scire facias was issued, re- 
turnable at the November term. 25 


Seven Other Indictments, 

The $30,000 bond was signed by Johnson to 
obtain his freedom on the seven additional 
indictments charging unlawful transporta- 
tion of Belle Schreiber from Milwaukee to 
Chicago in December, 1910. He alsois under 
a bond of $15,000 on the case pending in the 
Court of Appeals.

HAT the rise of the feminist movement 

is responsible for an increase in im- 

morality, a tenéency toward indecency 

in woman's dress, and many social evils, 

is the belief of Walter Rauschenbusch, 

professor of church history in the Rochester 

heological seminary.

— that with the development of the em- 


inist movement nearly every phase of human 


life and actions is undergoing 4 change. 

The loosening of the bonds which held wom- 
en to propriety, he says, has resulted in a 
social condition in which men are more mod- 
est than women, and the attitude of men to- 
ward women and women toward men has been 
completely switched around. The change, he 
writes, makes a test of women in which they 
will have to exercise their inherited instincts 
to avoid falling into social pitfalls. 

— — 


„ne time was,” he writes, When men felt 
that woman was the weaker vessel, inferior 
in intellect, a perpetual snare to the high 
nature of the male. Now the judgment has 
swung around; many men feel that women 
are morally better than men. Perhaps it is 
right that men should instinctively feel so. 
But it is a different matter when wom+ 
think s0. 

“Women are not better. kde: fh re only good 
in different ways than men. ey have just 
as much sin and nonsense in them as men. 
They are the same raw material human nature, 
and in some directions they have had less 
hammering and molding than men. 

“We shall know that women collectively 
have arrived at their spiritual maturity when 
they have just as much instinctive and out- 
spoken reverence for the moral qualities of 
men, as all decent men now have for the moral 
qualities of women. Most men could mention 
offhand some of the sins to which men are 
especially prone. How many of us can men- 
tion offhand the corresponding sins of wom- 
en? 

— 


“Women are pointing out the evils into 
which masculine management has brought our 
social life. But are there no corresponding 
evils into which the predominant influence of 
women has already brought us? 

“The standards of modesty have declined 


‘since women have moved out into freedom. 


Older women agree that giris talk less modest- 
ly, dress less modestly, and act less modestly 
than formerly. 

“The dress of many women has become a 
scandal. Instead of draping and veiling what 
is suggestive of sex, they accentuate it We 
have come to a serious pass when men are 
more modest in their feelings than women. 
The change does not mean an inorease in sin- 
cerity and freedom of on. It is a loss 
of control. 

“Family authority, religion, and the cus- 
toms of their sex used to hold wayward im- 
pulses in restraint. These restraints imposed 
from without have weakened and many have 
no self-restraint to offeet the loss. So they 
follow the desire, ‘go the limit,’ lean over the 
barriers that are ul left, and prod tempta. 
tion to cone and tempt them. 

— 

“The Yacts Giaclosed by the recent vice re- 
ports are ominous, The class of prostitutes 
is not a thing apart. These women are a part 
of the whole body of womanhood. Here the 
fashions in dress, the spread of smoking and 
drinki among society women, the forward- 
ness half-grown girls, the conscious ex- 
posure at summer resorta, and the success of 
sex novels have symptomatic value. 

“Something new seems to be going on 

us and it is closely connected with 
the emarfcipation of women. They are earn- 
ing their own living, going and coming and 
oe their own oe * men, and apper- 
ently they are gra ng toward similar sex- 
ual standards.”

Sox Great Money Team. 

The Sox are one of the greatest money 
teams we ever looked at. When the oid 
mazum is up, they can and do play a brand of 
ball that would make the Athletics jealous. 
Put this bunch in a world’s series against any 
club in the world and they would win going 
away. At least such is our humble opinion. 

A game with St. Louis in midseason is just 
a game with St. Louis. Therefore, although 
the Browns are an inferior team, the Sox are 
just as likely to lose such a game as to win 
it.

Rival Chicago Teams to Play Benefit

Each member of the White Sox team will 
receive a check for $807.22 when he drops 
into President Comiskey's office this morning 
to attend the distribution of the winning end 
of the players’ pool of $36,352.12, of which 
$21,795.07 was the Sox portion, 

The eligible list contained twenty-three 
players, including Manager Callahan, and 
upon that basis the split would have been 
$947.61. Soon after Frank Lange, Chick 
Mattick, and Morris Rath were disposed of 
to Kansas City in the deal by which Breton 
joined the Sox the players voted that the 
three released players should have a full 
share in the city series money. They earried 
their generosity a step farther by voting that 
another full share be divided equally among 
their faithful trainer, Buckner; “ Billy.“ the 
boy who takes care of their uniforms and has 
charge of the clubhouse, and Joe O'Neill, who 
acts as road secretary. 


Wedding Present for Tex.“ 

Thus each member of the club voluntarily 
sliced his own portion $140.39, in addition to 
the sum contributed for a wedding present 
to Pitcher “ Tex Russell, whose marriage 
to Miss Lottie Benz, cousin of Pitcher Joe 
Bens, will take place right away, or sooner. 

Last season each member of the Sox re- 
ceived $809.16 as his part of a twenty-six 
share division, which included Matty Mo- 
Intyre, Rube Peters, released during the sea- 
gon, and Jim Scott, who was under suspen- 


‘sion. Lee Tannehill was given the equivalent 


of a full share by the personal check of Owner 
Comiskey. 

The Cubs, in their disappointment, had not 
decided definitely last night on the allotment 
of their $14,530.05, which represented the 
losers’ end. Twenty-four players were eligi- 
ble for the series. Treasurer Williams usual- 
ly is voted a share, and there was talk last

The end came in a 
close force play at second base when Joe 
Berger gathered up Cy Williams’ hot 
grounder and chucked to Weaver just in time 
to force Artie Phelan for the third out. 


Spirit Wins for White Sox. 

When it was all over one realized more than 
ever that spirit is a great thing in a game of 
ball. The White Sox, in the dope book, 
can’t hit much, their pitching staff was crip- 
pled and disabled, and they are erratic and 
unsafe as fielders, but they sure can play 
ball. 

On the other hand, the Cubs are well bal- 
anced, strong at the bat, speedy on the bases, 
steady in their flelding, and possess a sturdy 
Staff of hurlers, but they can't play much 
ball. 

Not only did the Sox play with absolute 
confidence of winning yesterday's combat 
but when their opponents did get the jump 
on them at the start, luck came immediately 
to the south siders and in a jiffy they were
